Apollo 12 Nearing Moon Rendezvous 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP) — America’s Apollo 12 ex­ 
plorers circled the moon in per­ 
fect orbit today, only hours 
away from a bold attempt at a 
bull's-eye landing on the crag­ 
gy, pocked surface and man’s 
second expedition to this myste- 
I rious world. 
Their target: a tight 400-foot- 
wide circle on the eastern edge 
of the Ocean of Storms. 
Their goar: the first detailed 
scientific exploration of the lu­ 
nar surface. 
Charles (Pete) C o n r a d Jr., 
Richard F. Gordon Jr. and Alan 
! L. Bean reported they were 
ready for the landing after their 
first close-up, breathtaking look 
at the moon’s stark beauty, a 
sight they described as “fantas­ 
tic.” 
“We’re ready to go,” declared 


i Bean after an inspection of the 
landing craft Intrepid showed 
everything “shipshape.” 
The astronauts slept through 


most of earth's daylight hours 
today, resting for a grueling 
night in which Conrad and Bean 
are to fly Intrepid to the moon 
while Gordon continues to orbit 
in the command ship Yankee 
Clipper. 
While the space explorers 
slept, astronomers on earth de­ 
tected a solar flare on the face 
of the sun. Such flares cause 
eruptions of radiation to stream 
outward and can pose a poten­ 
tial hazard to space fliers un­ 
protected by the atmosphere of 
earth. Some flares last many 
days. 
But space agency officials 
said the eruption was moderate 
and is not expected to present 
any radiation hazard to the 
Apollo 12 crew. Officials said 
the solar flare is apparently one 
observed and studied on Nov. 2. 
The rotation of the sun has car­ 
ried it back into the earth's field 
of view. 
Officials said radiation from 


the solar flare is being moni- 
I tored in order to calculate the 
amount of radiation the astro­ 
nauts will be exposed to in their 


j spacecraft. 
The solar flare was not ex­ 
pected to affect the planned 


j moon landing. 
The landing is set for 10:53 
p.m. PST tonight. 
Five hours later, at 6:02 a.m., 
Conrad and Bean are to start a 
three and one-half hour excur­ 
sion outside, becoming the third 
and fourth men to leave their 
footprints in the powdery lunar 
soil.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bil­ 
lion-dollar international racket 
in illegal money is centered in 
Saigon and has ties in banking 
circles throughout the world, a 
Senate subcommittee was told 
today. 
Robert R. Parker, a U.S. Em­ 
bassy staff member in Saigon, 
told the Senate investigations 
subcommittee the black market 
in money reaches more than 
$150 million a year in Vietnam. 
Parker is chairman of the em­ 
bassy’s irregular practices com­ 
mittee, a group of embassy per­ 
sonnel set up by Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker in an effort to 
cut down black market activi­ 
ties. 
Heading 
the 
international 
money racket, he said, is a 
criminal syndicate of Muslim 
money changers from South In­ 
dia. 
It operates through men of 
several 
nationalities 
ranging 
from wealthy businessmen to 


gangs of GI deserters, he added. 
Parker described an elaborate 
transfer system by which dol­ 
lars and South Vietnamese pias­ 
ters are funneled into legitimate 
banking channels. He said that 
one common payee that was 
used by the ring was the “Pry- 
sumeen” account at the Manu­ 
facturers Hanover Trust in New 
York City. 
“In 1968, traffic in this ac­ 
count was in excess of $1.5 mil­ 
lion a month,” Parker testified. 
He said Vietnamese. Koreans, 
Chinese, and Americans—both 
soldiers and civilians—are in­ 
volved in the currency manipu­ 
lation scheme. 
“At the top of the black mar­ 
ket hierarchy, in a kind of exec­ 
utive position, are a small group 
of 
well 
organized 
Asian-In- 
dians,” Parker said. “Most of 
these are Muslims from the 
Madras area of South India. 
“These men—and their elabo­ 
rate and obscure family ties— 


constitute a syndicate in the 
most criminal and sinister sense 
of the word,” Parker said. 
Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, D- 
Conn., chairman of the investi­ 
gations subcommittee said the 
currency manipulation racket is 
seriously hindering attempts to 
stabilize the South Vietnamese 
economy. 
Parker said the racket is 
based on the fact that it is im­ 
possible legally to transfer large 
amounts in South Vietnamese 
piasters out of the country. 
“If John Doe, an American 
living in 
Saigon, 
transferred 
$15,000 from his bank in Chicago 
in 1967 to the “Prysumeen” ac­ 
count in New York, the money 
changer might pay Mr. Doe as 
much as the legal equivalent of 
$2.200 in piasters,” Parker said. 
The racket would not be possi­ 
ble he said if Americans in 
South Vietnam did not write the 
checks or effect the bank trans­ 
fers.

Japan, U.S. 
Nearing Deal 
On Okinawa 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
agreement returning Okinawa 
to Japanese control in 1972 is 
expected to leave open the ques­ 
tion of possible future American 
use of the U.S. military base on 
the island for nuclear weapons. 
No official announcement has 
been made on the touchy ques­ 
tion of nuclear weapons on Oki­ 
nawa, but the matter has been 
settled in principle, according to 
reliable sources.

Agnew's TV Criticism

I, for one, want to make 
it very clear that I disagree 
with those who would create an 
atmosphere of suppression and 
call it patriotism.”

ter at Tamalpais High School. 
The pilot unit will provide more 
information to work out an ex­ 
panded pilot program for fall 
s e m e s t e r next year, Boussy 
said. 
Science teacher Rudolph R. 
Genetti outlined a proposed inte­ 
grated science course which 


would combine chemistry, phys­ 
ics and biology. 
The board a p p r o v e d the 
course outline Genetti presented 
for the b e g i n n i n g science 
course. 
Board Chairman Bette Wal­ 
lace set a timetable for choosing 
a permanent district superin­ 
tendent which would fill the post 
by July 1970. 
She appointed the existing 
Next Step Analysis Committee, 
| which includes faculty, adminis- 
| tration and students, as a com­ 
mittee to prepare a recruiting 
brochure and drew up job cri­ 
teria for the superintendent. 
The committee is to meet at 3 
p.m. next Monday. Acting Supt. 
Robert D. Torrey will step off 
the committee, and be replaced 
by trustees Ring and Frank L. 
Miller for the selection job. 
Mrs. Wallace proposed re­ 
cruiting for the job through Jan­ 
uary, screening in January and 
February, with interviews and 
selection by the board in April.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
explosion of a huge Soviet rock­ 
et on its launch pad may have 
set Russian efforts to land a 
man on the moon back two 
years and crippled its manned 
space program, an aerospace 
magazine says. 


Aviation Week & Space Tech­ 
nology Magazine reported yes­ 
terday the explosion last sum­ 
mer at Tyuratam destroyed the 
rocket the Soviets had intended 
to carry the main portion of a 
manned orbiting platform into 
space last month. 


The magazine quoted Mstislav 
V. Keldysh, president of the So­ 
viet Academy of Sciences, as 
saying the Soviet Union would 
concentrate its 1970 space ef­ 
forts on scientific satellites or­ 
biting the earth and unmanned 
planetary spacecraft. 


It described the three-vessel 
launch by the Soviets last month 
as relatively unproductive, serv­ 
ing primarily to keep the Soviet 
technical team in practice.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
courts have dealt lightly with 
members of the Cosa Nostra— 
Mafia—on the occasions they 
have been convicted on federal 
indictments, Sen. John L. Mc­ 
Clellan says. 


The Arkansas Democrat said 
an FBI study of sentences re­ 
ceived by Cosa Nostra members 
shows that most received eith­ 
er no prison sentence or a sen­ 
tence too short to prevent the 
defendant from promptly re- 
summing his criminal career.

San Rafael City Council last 
night passed to print a revised 
business license o r d i n a n c e , 
which met no opposition. 
“The object isn’t to increase 
revenue,” explained City Mgr. 
James H. McCown. 
Under the p r o p o s e d ordi­ 
nance, scheduled to b e c o m e 
effective Jan. 1, license fees 
would be based on a flat rate 
plus an amount for each em­ 
ployee, except for specific busi­ 
nesses, paying only flat rates. 


It will be a radical depar­ 
ture from the current method 
of basing fees on gross re­ 
ceipts. 


The intent is to have a sim­ 
pler, more equitable ordinance, 
McCown said. “Presently the 
city receives from $126,000 to 
$127,000 in fees, and with the 
change it will be about $125,000 
annuaHy. 
McCown said the proposed or­ 
dinance was endorsed by the 
San Rafael Chamber of Com­ 
merce, which earlier this year 
asked for a delay on the revised 
plan so it could study it. 
C h a m b e r recommendations 
have been incorporated in the 
p r o p o s e d new ordinance, he 
said. 


One of the provisions is that 
motion p i c t u r e companies 
shooting scenes in San Rafael 
will pay a fee of $350 per day. 


Recently, scenes for a pilot 
film for a television series were 
shot at the county courthouse, 
and shooting one day called for 
closing off Fifth Street, tying up 
traffic and police officers. 
There also is a provision that 
firms from outside the city 
which do business in San Rafael 
pay a fee of $35 per year plus 
$10 for each vehicle used in the 
city. 
Councilman gave first approv­ 
al to the proposed new license 
charges without comment on de­ 
tails. 
The fees proposed are for re­ 
tail, wholesale or manufacturing 
business, $35 per year; service 
b u s i n e s s , $30; professional, 
semi-professional, t r a d e busi­ 
ness, $45. 


The amounts to be paid by 
employers in these categories 
are for up- to 10 employees, $5 
per employee; for 11 through 
40 employees, $3 per employ­ 
ee and for more than 40 em­ 
ployees, $1 per employee. 


For other businesses there are 
specific charges, but no charges 
per employee, as follows: 
Outdoor advertising, $90 per 
year; ambulance service, $50 
plus $10 per vehicle; amuse­ 
ment rides, $5 per ride per day; 
carnival, $150 per day; circus, 
$200 per day; motion picture 
theater, indoors or outdoors, 
$350 per year; theatrical per­ 
f o r m a n c e or vaudeville per­ 
formance, $25 per day; penny 
arcade, $300 a year; public card 
tables, seating of four or less, 
$120 per year; seating more 
than four, $150 per year. 
Endurance contests, such as 
dance marathon, $250, for each 
or if they last more than one 
week, $500 per month or any 
part of month. 


Boxing or wrestling match, 


$50; coin-operated devices and 
vending machines, $35, plus 
individual machine tax; pin-, 
ball machine, $25 year year; 
juke box, $15 per machine;

Hotel, auto court or motel, $35 
for ten or less units, plus $1 for 
each unit more than 10; board­ 
ing house, $10; rooming house, 
$10; apartment house, $6 per 
apartment per year; fire or 
wreck sale, $100 per month;

Senator Hits 
Convictions Of 
Mafia Members 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
courts have dealt lightly with 
members of the Cosa Nostra— 
Mafia—on the occasions they 
have been convicted on federal 
indictments, Sen. John L. Mc- 
Gellan says. 


The Arkansas Democrat said 
an FBI study of sentences re­ 
ceived by Cosa Nostra members 
shows that most received eith­ 
er no prison sentence or a sen­ 
tence too short to prevent the 
defendant from promptly re- 
summing his criminal career.

San Rafael City Council last 
night passed to print a revised 
business license o r d i n a n c e , 
which met no opposition. 
“The object isn’t to increase 
revenue,” explained City Mgr.

Under the p r o p o s e d ordi­ 
nance, scheduled to b e c o m e 
effective Jan. 1, license fees 
would be based on a flat rate 
plus an amount for each em­ 
ployee, except for specific busi­ 
nesses, paying only flat rates. 


It will be a radical depar­ 
ture from the current method 
of basing fees on gross re­ 
ceipts. 


The intent is to have a sim­ 
pler, more equitable ordinance, 
McCown said. “ Presently the 
city receives from $126,000 to 
$127,000 in fees, and with the 
change it will be about $125,000 
annually. 
McCown said the proposed or­ 
dinance was endorsed by the 
San Rafael Chamber of Com­ 
merce, which earlier this year 
asked for a delay on the revised 
plan so it could study it. 
C h a m b e r recommendations 
have been incorporated in the 
p r o p o s e d new ordinance, he 
said. 
One of the provisions is that 
motion p i c t u r e companies 
shooting scenes in San Rafael 
will pay a fee of $350 per day. 


Recently, scenes for a pilot 
film for a television series were 
shot at the county courthouse, 
and shooting one day called for 
closing off Fifth Street, tying up 
traffic and police officers. 
There also is a provision that 
firms from outside the city 
which do business in San Rafael 
pay a fee of $35 per year plus 
$10 for each vehide used in the 
city.

The Shelter R’age develop- moved 35 units from the west 
ment of 461 apartments, town- sio ^ 0f the ridge between En- 
hdttses, duplexes and single fam­

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Key Insurance Warrants Issued For 
Firm Ordered Two In Drug Cases 


To Liquidate 


Liquidation of a Novato-based 
insurance company, Key Insur­ 
ance Exchange, has been or­ 
dered by Judge Samuel W. Gar­ 
diner of Marin Superior Court. 
The company faces a mini­ 
mum loss of $350,000 to $400,000 
because of its “ inability to gen­ 
erate sufficient volume to cover 
its losses,” said California Dep­ 
uty Atty. Gen. David E. Bunim. 
The company primarily han­ 
dled high-risk automobile insur­ 
ance, generally sold month to 
month, and also operated in Or­ 
ange, Los Angeles and San Die­ 
go counties. 
The State Insurance Depart­ 
ment, in a legal notice to credi­ 
tors, policyholders and share­ 
holders, advised all persons in­ 
terested in the assets of the 
company to file their claims 
with the state insurance com­ 
missioner, Richards D. Barger, 
107 South Broadway, Room 8022. 
Los Angeles. 
Bunim noted that the compa­ 
ny’s policyholders, in theory, 
will be liable to make good on 
the company’s loss, but that in 
practice this provision is diffi­ 
cult to enforce. The company 
was a reciprocal insurer, he 
said, or a company in which the 
policyholders insure one anoth­ 
er.

ZAGORSK. USSR (U PIi - 


God is not dead in the Soviet 


Union. 
Instead, 
he 
is 
very 


much alive in the numbers you 
see expressing their faiths de­ 
spite the official government 
credo of atheism. 


As a publication on religion 
the 
USSR 
from 
N o v o s t i 
Press A g e n c y 's Publishing 
House states, “The (Commu­ 
nist) P a rty .. . does not conceal 
its views on religion and athe­ 
ism and deems it necessary to 
• struggle against religion, but 
the struggle is a matter of per­ 
suasion and not compulsion, 
waged 
only with 
ideological 
weapons. Extreme caution is 
used so as not to offend the 
religious convictions and feel- 
• ings of the believers. 


“ . . . To claim that atheists 
are devoid of moral convic­ 
tions . . . is to slander the So­ 
viet people and the millions of 
people the world over who no 
longer believe in God.”

SO MUCH FOR the govern­ 
ment stand. 


* 
But how much practice is 
there of religious beliefs, in 
spite of the party's discourage­ 
ment? The U.S. State Depart­ 
ment estimates that between 


50 and 70 million Soviets, in a 
country of some 239 million, 
“a d h e r e to some religious 
faith: most are Russian Ortho­ 
dox Christians.” 


Certainly, to this observer 
on a second tour in as many 
years to the U.S.S.R.. practice 
of Christianity and of Islam, 
when you move into Central 
Asia, are quite open — more 
obvious this year than last year 
at about the same time. 


Last year, guided tours for a 
group of U.S. women on an un­ 
official and informal “woman 
to woman” trip tended to skirt 
the religious centers. This trip, 
we have been through cathe­ 
drals and mosques, many of 
them fully restored in recent 
years, others under restora­ 
tion. Last year, the tendency 
was 
to call 
the 
cathedrals 
“ museums.” 
This year, 
the 
Museum of Atheism in Lenin­ 
grad was back to being the Ca­ 
thedral of Kazan, but it still 
housed thousands of relics of 
antichurch artifacts.’ 


ONE TOUR OF this time 
featured an almost day-long 
visit to Zagorsk, 46 miles from 
Moscow, and locale of the Trin- 
ity-Saint Sergius Monastery, a 
“ live” Russian Orthodox reli­ 
gious center training priests 


for both urban and rural as­ 
signments. 


The monastery dates to 1340 
when 
St. 
Sergius 
started 
it 
with a wooden church on a 
hill. Today, facing on its court­ 
yards are five churches or ca­ 
thedrals built through the cen­ 
turies and filled with priceless 
icons and other religious ob­ 
jects. 
Originally, the town where 
the monastery is located was 
named Serghiev, after St. Ser­ 
gius, but in 1919 it was re­ 
named to honor V. M. Za­ 
gorsk, 
a 
Communist 
Party 
hero. The whole center under­ 
went 
restoration 
during 
the 
World War II years and after 
the war reopened to worship­ 
ers. Today, you see the elderly 


worshipers at 
mass, 
kissing 
the icons, watching the tour­ 
ists who also pause to see the 
tomb in one churchyard of Bo­ 
ris Gudonov. 


Our day included an infor­ 
mal two-hour visit with Father 
Simon, the “patriarch” of the 
monastery, with its 40 teach­ 
ers, its 250 resident students, 
its 450 studying by correspon­ 
dence. He is a genial, bearded, 
kindly man wearing the black 
vestments 
of 
the 
Orthodox 
Christian Church. 
Degrees as high as doctor of 
theology are offered, he said, 
and courses include history of 
the Bible, of the R u s s i a n 
Church, and of Western Euro­ 
pean churches including the 
Roman Catholic.

Gor­ 
don says, “she shouldn't have 
parked her car in that spot, and 
in the second, she should have 


automatically checked the back 
seat. This should be a habit that 
you don't even think about, like 
putting on your shoes.” 
From his extensive FBI expe­ 
rience 
and 
his 
research 
for 
Night Before The Wedding", 
Gordon set forth some precau­ 
tions women should take: 
Always keep your car doors 
locked 
while driving day 
or 
night, even in the summer when

windows 
are 
down. 
The 
sex-crazed fellow who waits at a 
stop signal, likes your looks, and 
tries to slide in beside you will 
be delayed a few seconds if he 
has to unlock the door. By that 
time the sign may change, or 
you can call out to someone be­ 
fore he has a chance to push a 
gun into your side.

Religious Worship In USSR 


By GAY PAULEY 
ZAGORSK, USSR (UP!) - 
God is not dead in the Soviet 
Union. 
Instead, he is. very 
much alive in the numbers you 
see expressing their faiths de­ 
spite the official government 
credo of atheism. 
As a publication on religion 
the 
USSR 
from 
N o v o s t i 
Press A g e n c y ’s Publishing 
House states, “The (Commu­ 
nist "I Party... does, not conceal 
its views on religion, and .athe­ 
ism and deems it necessary to 
5 struggle against religion, but 
the struggle is a matter of per­ 
suasion and not compulsion, 
, waged only with ideological 
; weapons. Extreme caution is 
used so as not to offend the 
religious convictions and feel- 
* ings of the believers. 


< 
. . To claim that atheists 
are devoid of moral convic­ 
tions . . . is to slander the So­ 
viet people and the millions of 
people the world over who no 
longer believe in God.” 
* 
SO MUCH FOR the govern­ 
ment stand. 
* 
But how much practice is 
there of religious beliefs, in 
spite of the party's discourage­ 
ment? The U.S. State Depart­ 
ment estimates that between 


50 and 70 million Soviets, in a 
country of some 239 million, 
“ a d h e r e to some religious 
faith: most are Russian Ortho­ 
dox Christians.” 
Certainly, to this observer 
on a second tour in as many 
years to the U.S.S R., practice 
of Christianity and of Islam, 
when you move into Central 
Asia, are quite open — more 
obvious this year than last year 
at about the same time. 
Last year, guided tours for a 
group of U.S. women on an un­ 
official and informal “woman 
to woman” trip tended to skirt 
the religious centers. This trip, 
we have been through cathe­ 
drals and mosques, many of 
them fully restored in recent 
years, others under restora­ 
tion. Last year, the tendency 
was to call 
the cathedrals 
“museums.” This year, 
the 
Museum of Atheism in Lenin­ 
grad was back to being the Ca­ 
thedral of Kazan, but it still 
housed thousands of relics of 
antichurch artifacts.* 
ONE TOUR OF this time 
featured an almost day-long 
visit to Zagorsk, 46 miles from 
Moscow, and locale of the Trin- 
ity-Saint Sergius Monastery, a 
“live” Russian Orthodox reli­ 
gious center training priests 


for both urban and rural as­ 
signments. 
The monastery dates to 1340 
when St. Sergius started it 
with a wooden' church on a 
hill. Today, facing on its court­ 
yards are five churches or ca­ 
thedrals built through the cen­ 
turies and filled with priceless 
icons and other religious ob­ 
jects. 
Originally, the town where 
the monastery is located was 
named Serghiev, after St. Ser­ 
gius. but in 1919 it was re­ 
named to honor V. M. Za­ 
gorsk, 
a 
Communist 
Party 
hero. The whole center under­ 
went restoration during the 
World War II years and after 
the war reopened to worship­ 
ers. Today, you see the elderly 


worshipers at mass, kissing 
the icons, watching the tour­ 
ists who also pause to see the 
tomb in one churchyard of Bo­ 
ris Gudonov. 
Our day included an infor­ 
mal two-hour visit with Father 
Simon, the “ patriarch” of the 
monastery, with its 40 teach­ 
ers, its 250 resident students, 
its 450 studying by correspon­ 
dence. He is a genial, bearded, 
kindly man wearing the black 
vestments 
of 
the 
Orthodox. 
Christian Church. 
Degrees as high as doctor of 
theology are offered, he said, 
and courses include history of 
the Bible, of the R u s s i a n 
Church, and of Western Euro­ 
pean churches including the 
Roman Catholic.

Alioto Urges Gas Tax 


Diversion To Transit 
Compromise Heroin Suspect Is 
Cut Off Welfare

SAN FRANCISCO - Breaking 
the highway lobby's exclusive 
claim on all gas taxes would 
free m oney to buy a ferry and 
bus system to serve M arin com ­ 
m uters, San Francisco Mayor 
Joseph L. Alioto said today. 
Testifying before the Assem ­ 
bly T ransportation Com mittee. 
Alioto said diversion of gas tax­ 
es to transit also will be needed 
for rail transit to M arin. 
The num ber of daily com m ut­ 
ers from M arin to San F rancis­ 
co will m ore than double to 
som e 73,000 persons within 20 
years, Alioto said. “ Rail transit 
will be indispensable, although 
speedy 
ferryboats, 
connecting 
with express bus service, will do 
much to relieve congestion for 
M arin.” 
The com m ittee 
m et 
in 
the 
State Building in one of its se­ 
ries of hearings on proposed leg­ 
islation to am end the state con­ 


stitution so gas tax revenues 
can be used for transit. 


Alioto used the occasion 
to 
reiterate his absolute opposition 
to a freew ay into San Francisco 
from the Golden G ate Bridge. 
Any new freew ay in San F ran ­ 
cisco will have to be under­ 
ground, he said. 


“ W e're 
not 
being 
stubborn, 
it's

coldly 
reasoned 
judg­ 
m ent.” Alioto said, 
“ and the 
state highway people have sim ­ 
ply got to get it through their 
heads.” 


Alioto also objected that rural 
areas get too large a share of 
gas tax revenue. In the past five 
years, for exam ple. San F ra n ­ 
cisco paid $105 million in state 
highway taxes but got back only 
$41 miliion. Alioto said. 


“ Where did the difference go? 
T hat’s the $64 million question," 
Alioto told the com m ittee.

If John L. Thom as literally 
Bad a green thumb, it would be 
a foot long and eight inches 
around. 
As ita s . his thum bs are nor­ 
mal but you should see the veg­ 
etables he grows in his Corte 
M adera garden. 


E v e n 
in 
mid-November, 
there are rows of flourishing 
cabbages, blackberries, toma­ 
toes, 
wax 
peppers, 
carrots, 
beets and various greens that 
testify to Thomas's southern 
upbringing. 
i 
The m ost astonishing vegeta­ 
bles at this tim e of year are 
T hom as’s beets and carrots. His 
garden is producing m am m oth 
beets weighing up to five pounds 
and huge Cantenay carrots of 
up to four pounds apiece. 


The beets are the size of duck- 
pin balls and the carrots as big 
as a size 8 shoe. Despite their 
size, they are as tasty as nor­ 
m al 
size 
vegetables, 
Thom as 
said. 


“ This kind of carrot is the 
sweetest thing you could ever 
want to eat,” he said. “ You 
don't even have to add sugar 
when V>u cook them .” 


T here's no single reason for 
the 
oversized 
vegetables, 
ac­ 
cording to Thomas. The beets 1 
and carrots reached eating size 
long ago. but he left some in the 
ground io continue growing. 


:With plenty of sun, irrigation, 
spraying to keep off insects, and 
no frost to crack the roots and 
rot them , the vegetables have 
continued to grow in the fertiliz­ 
er-rich 
soil 
until 
they 
reach 
enorm ous size. Unlike som e oth­ 
er vegetables, carrots and beets 
will continue to grow without 
going to seed. Thom as said. 


Although gardening is a hobby 
now, Thom as started out as a 
fulltim e farm er in his teens in 


A labam a, where he was fore­ 
man on his m other’s farm near 
Slocum. Later, he worked for a 
seed store and continued to ex­ 
perim ent with crops on his own. 


During a 23-year Army ca­ 
reer as a noncommissioned of­ 
ficer, 
Thomas 
managed 
to 
keep up his hobby in such un- 
likey places as Korea, where 
his truck garden p r o v i d e d 
vegetables for the NCO m ess. 


Now retired from the Arm y. 
Thom as works at thé Presidio 
as a civilian for the Arm y R e­ 
serve Corps. And outside his of­ 
fice is a thriving little vegetable 
garden. 


A tall, husky m an. Thom as 
credits gardening with helping 
keep him in shape now that he’s 
out of the Army. 


While proud of his oversized 
carrots and beets, Thom as said 
his best crop 
this 
year 
was 
sweet corn. 
He had three or 
four ears to the stalk, he said, 
and the supposedly bantam corn 
grew as tall as his own six feet 
three inches. 


His care is evident through­ 
out 
the 
garden. 
Crops 
are 
planted in raised rows, toma­ 
toes 
and 
pepper 
vines 
are 
carefully tied up, and even the 
berry vines are meticulously 
pruned back into a neat row. 


In front and beside their Man- 
zanita 
Avenue house is 
Mrs. 
Thom as’a hobby — a colorful 
flower garden filled with roses, 
fuchsias, ferns, lilies of the Nile, 
petunias, geranium s, cam ellias, 
gladioli, zinnias and ivy gerani­ 
ums. 
You nam e it. the Thom ases 
probably grow it. 
“ The secret.” Thom as said, 
“ is to prepare the soil well.” He 
used 
two 
kinds 
of 
fertilizer, 
steer m anure and a chem ical 
m ixture. 


low the watering instructions 
for the crops,” he said. “ Irri­ 
gation is the best way to wa­ 
ter — late 
in the evening 
about twice a week.” 


Irrigation

Bonds Aide Held 
Water Plans Need 


Facing the possibility of a 
multi million dollar bond issue 
within a year, to finance the 
Russian River w atar project, di­ 
rectors of three water agencies 
last night agreed informally it 
would be wise to hire a financial 
consultant. 
Each of the agencies, the Ma­ 
rin 
Municipal W ater District, 
the North Marin County Water 
Distict and the Sonoma County 
Water Agency, will be asked to 
take formal action as soon, as 
the three general managers find 
suitable consultants. 
The three agencies and the 
Mendocino County Russian Riv­ 
er and Water Conservation Im­ 
provement D i s t r i c I met last 
night at the Marin Municipal 
board, room, to d i s c u s s the 
Warm Springs Dam and the aq­ 
ueducts which carry additional 
water supplies to Marin. 
General, managers of the three I 
agencies involved in the pro­ 
posed aqueduct construction, ex- j, 
pected to require a bond issue, 
reviewed the plans, necessary 
action and alternate methods of 
financing. 
Creation of a “paper district” ' 
to hold a simultaneous bond is­ 
sue emerged as the most popu­ 
lar proposal, among the mana­ 
gers. 
Such, a district would, cover 
the territory of all three dis­ 
tricts and provide an opportuni­ 
ty for voters to decide on a bond 
issue for the entire project. It 
would have no staff or elected 
directors. 
Other possibilites mentioned

The Great Protest Week: 
Bad Start, Impressive End 


The great protest week started off 
badly. 
Early on Tuesday — V e t e r a n s 
Day, the anniversary of the W o r l d 
War 1 armistice — simultaneous ex­ 
plosions shook and damaged the Radio 
Corp. of America, C h a s e Manhattan 
Bank and General Motors buildings in 
New York. A letter received by United 
Press International, claiming responsi­ 
bility for the three b o m b i n g s , said 
they were in protest at the Vietnam 
war. 
T h e following day, the violence 
moved to a familiar environment: the 
campuses. At Fordham University in 
New York, about 75 students seized 
administrative offices to protest th e 
Reserve Officer Training Corps pro­ 
gram. They threw hot water on cam­ 
pus p o l i c e who tried to oust them, 
swung lead pipes to defend their sei- 
z u r e. At University of Wisconsin in 
Milwaukee, war protesters f l e w the 
Viet Cong flag. At Princeton Universi­ 
ty in New Jersey, students tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to blockade a building. 


THAT NIGHT, a bomb exploded 
in the New York Criminal Courts 
Building. Police and Federal Bureau 
of Investigation a g e n t s nabbed two 
men they said were putting dynamite 
bombs into army trucks at a National 
Guard armory in Manhattan. 
Three men and a woman were ar­ 
rested for the bombings. Two of the 
men had been employed by r a d i c a 1 
anti-war publications. 
There were other bomb threats. In 
Washington, t h e government was at 
loggerheads w i t h the New Mobiliza­ 
tion Committee over the route for the 
protest parade planned for Saturday. 
In this ominous atmosphere, troops 
were called from surrounding states to 
garrison g o v e r n m e n t buildings in 
Washington, ready for instant action if

the Saturday parade should erupt into 
violence. 


BUT THE G R E A T protest week 
ended on a high note of dedication. 
A q u a r t e r of a million people 
marched in Washington, without inci­ 
dent. They c a r r i e d banners. They 
sang. Some of them made bad jokes. 
But mostly they just marched, holding 
aloft their hands in the “peace sign,” 
to the slow cadence of drums. And it 
was the Stars and Stripes, over and 
over again, that f l o a t e d above their 
moving ranks. Only a few bore the en­ 
emy banner of the Viet Cong. 
In San Francisco also there was an 
orderly march, with the throng esti­ 
mated at 30,000. 
And throughout the nation, there 
were smaller marches, less publicized 
but full of the same meaning: The war 
is wrong. We must get out. It was nev­ 
er our war. 
Most of the marchers were young. 
But there were older men and women, 
too — “squares” who joined to show 
that the “silent majority” is not a sin­ 
gle-minded agglomeration, as s o m e 
would have it. 


MOSTLY, THE M E S S A G E was 
simply in the m a r c h i n g . But there 
were some words said that c a r r i e d 
meaning. 
Sen. G e o r g e McGovern told the 
Washington throng: “We are all pris­ 
oners of war and we long to be free.” 
Sen. Charles E. Goodell said: “We do 
advocate peace with pride and honor 
—the pride and honor that comes when 
a nation has made a mistake, recogniz­ 
es it and gets out of that mistake.” 
And folksinger Peter Seeger, be­ 
tween refrains of his songs, shouted: 
“Do you hear us, Mr. Nixon?” 
Five blocks away, in a h e a v i l y 
guarded White House, the President 
must have heard.

Arms Limitation Talks Start 


Amid Cold Winter Darkness

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-San 
Francisco, the jewel city of 
the Golden West, is a most 
peculiar city with respect to 
the n o r m a l morals of a 
community. For more than a 
century, it has been noted as 
an “open” city, which toler­ 
ates almost everything from 
hootch to hop, ladies of the 
night, and other forms of so- 
called pleasures. 
Everyone who lived in or 
visited the city frequently dur­ 
ing the old Prohibition days 
was aware of the fact that en­ 
forcement of the 18th Amend­ 
ment and the Wright Act was 
barely perfunctory, and that a 
people who felt restrictions 
were for the sea gulls were not 
likely to cooperate wholeheart­ 
edly in the enforcement of 
laws designed to put the clamp 
on personal pleasure or cut 
down profits. 


APPARENTLY, the theory 
has persisted over the years, 
as the city is now in the throes

of a controversy with the state 
Department of Alcoholic Bev­ 
erage Control over the en­ 
forcement of today’s liquor 
laws. 
The question is the operation 
of 
the 
so-called 
“breakfast 
clubs,” which are establish­ 
ments in which liquor is sold 
in violation of state laws be­ 
tween 2 and 6 a.m. 
The clubs are the subject of 
attack by a newspaper in the 
city, and in a high dudgeon of 
self-righteousness, the board 
of supervisors has asked Gov. 
Ronald Reagan to step up law 
enforcement. 
Reagan turned 
the request over to the proper 
state officer, Edward J. Kirby, 
director of the Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control. 


APPARENTLY, 
t h e 
San 
Francisco supervisors had for­ 
gotten that Kirby, a little less 
than six months ago. made the 
“ breakfast clubs” the subject 
of a special investigation and 
turned over evidence to the 
San Francisco district attor­ 
ney, which resulted in 44 ar-

rests and 21 cases turned over 
to local courts. 
Seven cases were dismissed, 
five received fines of $25 each, 
and seven were fined $35 each. 
Abatement was recommended 
by the state in three cases, but 
no action was taken. 
During the probe into the 
breakfast club situation, the 
d e p a r t m e n t took action 
against five tenderloin licenses 
for “ B-girl” violations and is 
seeking revocation of the licen­ 
ses. 
v 


IT WAS ON the San Francis­ 
co tenderloin that “ topless” 
waitresses virtually had their 
beginning some years ago, and 
continue to work despite the 
efforts of the department to 
eliminate this form of costume 
(or no costume) in the service 
of alcoholic beverages. 
Aside from its tolerance in 
matters of morals, San Fran­ 
cisco can be aroused to take 
real “clean-up” action when 
things get too bad. This has 
been 
happening 
occasionally 
ever since the days of the vigi­ 
lantes, who cleaned up the 
town back in the gold mining 
days. The lessening of activi­ 
ties on the old Barbary Coast 
was another example earlier 
in the century of a San Fran­ 
cisco briefly adopting morality 
as a step-child. 
Whether the current dispute 
with state is another indignant 
go at morality, or merely an 
effort to blame anotther law 
enforcement agency for allow­ 
ing publicized questionable ac­ 
tivities to continue, remains to 
be seen. But it can be assumed 
that when the shouting blows 
over, San Francisco will be 
the same tolerant city it has 
been since its beginning. 
And when it comes down to 
the real nitty g r i t t y , who 
wants it otherwise? A few oas­ 
es in a desert of righteousness 
might build the state’s image!

Who Opposes Dr. Wilson Is 
Unacceptable To Us. I expect 
that this shift is not lost on our 
board of supervisors or the 
reading public.

Wilson might have some basis 
in fact is not considered by 
this group. Dr. Wilson abrupt­ 
ly abolished t h e children’s 
service early in August, re­ 
moving Dr. Wanerman from 
his post as deputy director in 
charge of this service. This 
children’s service was widely 
hailed as excellent; as late as 
this past April, I heard Dr.

If Mrs. Baum, Dr. Haag, 
Mrs. Sally Mishkind and their 
group feel that the resolution 
of this conflict lies in appoint­ 
ing to the post of interim di­ 
rector of Community Mental 
Health Services someone who 
is not critical of Dr. Wilson 
and his activities at the Cen­ 
ter. then I suggest they ad­ 
dress themselves to the ques­ 
tion that should logically fol­ 
low. Has Dr. Wilson demon­ 
strated his competence to be 
given such an unsupervised 
trust? . . . 
Mrs. Baum and her group 
also opposed the proposal to 
remove the outpatient services 
from the administration of Ma­ 
rin General Hospital on the 
grounds that this would “frag­ 
ment the program” Their op- 
p o s i t i o n on administrative 
grounds is remarkable in that 
just as little as a year ago 
when the previous board of su­ 
pervisors decided to include 
the outpatient services under 
t h e hospital administration, 


every agency and association 
concerned with mental health 
and illness, including the Ma­ 
rin Association for M e n t a l 
Health, took an official stand 
opposing this and urged that 
they be kept under county ad­ 
ministration.

HELSINKI - As the long 
winter darkness settles down 
here in this northern capital, a 
handful of men are committed 
to the search for a way out of 
the nuclear trap. A delegation 
from the Soviet Union and a 
delegation from the U n i t e d 
States have come together for 
the long-delayed s t r a t eg i c 
arms limitation talks. 
By all rights — the rights of 
generations yet unborn — this 
should be the most momentous 
conference s i n c e that first 
unearthly flash of atomic par­ 
ticles lit up the sky over the 
New Mexico proving ground. 
It 
is 
either/or: 
either 
the 
swift upward spiral of the 
arms race costing ever-more 
billions of dollars or a pause 
for stock taking and the hope 
of a gradual levelling off and 
eventually a reduction in the 
arsenals of the two giants. 
Yet, even as the conference 
begins with a phase of prelimi­ 
nary discussion, most observ­ 
ers take a dour and cynical 
view. Both sides are so posi­ 
tioned that they cannot afford 
to make the mutual conces­ 
sions which must be part of 
any agreement, or so it seems 
to those on the sidelines. 


THE R U S S IA N S are ab­ 
sorbed in their quarrel with 
the Chinese. Their ablest nego­ 
tiator, Deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter Vasily Kuznetsov, is in Pe­ 
king rather than in Helsinki. 
The war in Vietnam deeply 
divides and distracts the Unit­ 
ed States. The roar of protest 
and counter-protest is so loud 
that what is beginning here 
seems like a distant and al­ 
most inaudible sideshow. 
Then there is the swift pace 
of new strategic technology — 
the multi-warhead m i s s i l e 
(MIRV), the anti-ballistic mis­ 
sile, the Russian’s blockbust 
ss-9. If a moratorium cannot be 
agreed upon to hold up MIRV 
in the first weeks of the new 
year, 
it may be too late. 
Inspection 
and

will 
then be all but impossible. 


WITHIN the American dele­ 
gation, headed by Gerrard C. 
Smith, director of the arms 
control agency, this defeatist 
view is sternly r e j e c t e d .

THE CONGRESS Party is 
an inheritance from Mohandas 
K. Gandhi, who based his cam­ 
paign for independence from 
Britain on non-violence. The 
late Jawaharlal Nehru, father 
of the prime minister, held it 
together by the force of his 
personality. 
It is India’s only national 
party. And, in the absence of 
another Nehru, its disintegra­ 
tion could leave a vacuum no 
other political party could fill. 
The party leaders, for the 
most part aging and conserva­ 
tive, brought Mrs. Gandhi into 
the prime minister’s job three 
and a half years ago on the 
theory she would be tractible 
to their dictates and would 
help them at the polls in 1987. 
Neither came to pass. 


THE POWER struggle came 
into the open last summer. 
In July, the party bosses put 
up a candidate for the Indian 
presidency whom she bitterly 
opposed. She retaliated by fir­ 
ing her finance minister, Mor- 
arji Desai, a member of the 
syndicate. 
In a sudden move she na­ 
tionalized India’s 
14 largest 
private banks, an action she 
said toould take money out of 
the hands of the industrial ty­ 
coons and make credit more 
easily available to small busi­ 
nessmen and farmers.

Granted, the testing of MIRV

Agnew Won't Dump Nixon; 


He Has Plans For Running Mate

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WASHINGTON - Despite 
rumors that have been ramp­ 
ant in Washington in the past 
few months, I can now reliably 
r e p o r t that Vice President 
Spiro Agnew has no intention 
of dumping Richard Nixon in 
1972. A spokesman for the vice 
president told me that Agnew 
was very satisfied with the job 
his President was doing, and 
that he even intended to give 
him more responsibilities than 
any vice president has ever 
given his President before. 
The s p o k e s m a n said, “I 
have been authorized to say 
that Vice President Agnew is 
proud of Mr. Nixon and feels 
the President has been a tre­ 
mendous help to him in taking 
some of the vice president’s 
a w e s o m e burdens off his 
shoulders. Despite criticism of 
Mr. Nixon’s speeches, Mr. Ag­ 
new has no intention of ask­ 
ing to see copies of them in 
advance.” 


‘‘HOW DOES Mr. Agnew in­ 
tend to make fuller use of his 
President?” 
“The v i c e president has 
urged the President to get 
more exposure. For example, 
last week Mr. Agnew sent the 
President up to Capitol Hill to 
thank Congress for its support 
on the Vietnam issue. The vice 
president has issued orders 
that P r e s i d e n t Nixon be 
briefed on every important de­ 
cision that Mr. Agnew makes. 
He has made Mr. Nixon feel 
he is one of the family. 
“But,” I asked, “when Pres­ 
ident Nixon speaks out as he 
has been doing lately, is he 
speaking for himself or for the 
Agnew administration?” 
“The Vice President sees 
Mr. Nixon’s role as that of a | 
missionary to explain the ad­ 
ministration’s policies and to 
seek support for them. The 
President fills a basic need, 
touching on subjects that the 
vice president of the United 
States is in no position to dis­ 
cuss. Also, by turning over to 
President N i x o n such day- 
today chores as Vietnam, dis­ 
armament, inflation, the urban 
crisis and the Middle East, the 
vice president can devote him­ 
self the the important issues 
the country is interested in, 
s u c h as moratoriums, stu­ 
dents, snobs and intellectuals 
and the coverage of TV news.” 


about that Mr. Agnew chose 
Mr. Nixon as his President to 
win the South. Is there any 
truth to this?” 
“Absolutely none. Mr. Ag­ 
new chose Mr. Nixon because 
he considered him the best 
man for the job. Agrew’s so- 
called southern strategy has 
been made up by a handful of 
elite TV commentators who 
are prejudiced and opinionat­ 
ed. The vice president is not 
interested in politics. His only 
concern is what is best for the 
country.” 
“Does it bother the vice 
p r e s i d e n t that sometimes 
Presidnet Nixon gets bigger 
headlines than he does?” 
“Never. Vice P r e s i d e n t 
Humphrey was always an­ 
gered when President Johnson 
took the spotlight away from 
him, but Mr. Agnew feels 
there are enough headlines for 
everyone. Also, he believes 
that the more he gives Presi­ 
dent Nixon to do, the less- the 
President will feel left out of 
things. 
“The vice president not only 
took Mr. Nixon with him to 
Cape Kennedy for the moon 
shot, but made sure the Presi­ 
dent was seated next to him in 
the grandstand so Mr. Nixon 
could share sume of the glo-1 
ry.”

Impressive End 


The great protest week started off 
113 dly. 
Early on Tuesday — V e t e r a n s 
Day, the anniversary of the W o r 1 d 
War 1 armistice — simultaneous ex­ 
plosions shook and damaged the Radio 
Corp. of America, C h a s e Manhattan 
Bank and General Motors buildings in 
New York. A letter received by United 
Press International, claiming responsi­ 
bility for the three b o m b i n g s , said 
they were in protest at the Vietnam 
war. 
T h e following day, the violence 
moved to a familiar environment: the 
campuses. At Fordham University in 
New York, about 75 students seized 
administrative offices to protest t h e 
Reserve Officer Training Corps pro­ 
gram. They threw hot water on cam­ 
pus p o l i c e who tried to oust them, 
swung lead pipes to defend their sei- 
z u r e. At University of Wisconsin in 
Milwaukee, war protesters f l e w the 
Viet Cong flag. At Princeton Universi­ 
ty in New Jersey, students tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to blockade a building. 


THAT NIGHT, a bomb exploded 
In the New York Criminal Courts 
Building. Police and Federal Bureau 
of Investigation a g e n t s nabbed two 
men they said were putting dynamite 
bombs into army trucks at a National 
Guard armory in Manhattan. 
Three men and a woman were ar­ 
rested for the bombings. Two of the 
men had been employed by r a d i c a 1 
anti*war publications. 
There were other bomb threats. In 
Washington, t h e government was at 
loggerheads w i t h the New Mobiliza­ 
tion Committee over the route for the 
protest parade planned for Saturday. 
In this ominous atmosphere, troops 
were called from surrounding states to 
garrison g o v e r n m e n t buildings in 
Washington, ready for instant action if

the Saturday parade should erupt into 
violence. 


BUT THE G R E A T protest week 
ended on a high note of dedication. 
A q u a r t e r of a million people 
marched in Washington, without inci­ 
dent. They c a r r i e d banners. They 
sang. Some of them made bad jokes. 
But mostly they just marched, holding 
aloft their hands in the “peace sign,” 
to the slow cadence of drums. And it 
was the Stars and Stripes, over and 
over again, that f l o a t e d above their 
moving ranks. Only a few bore the en­ 
emy banner of the Viet Cong. 
In San Francisco also there was an 
orderly march, with the throng esti­ 
mated at 30,000. 
And throughout the nation, there 
were smaller marches, less publicized 
but full of the same meaning: The war 
is wrong. We must get out. It was nev­ 
er our war. 
Most of the marchers were young. 
But there were older men and women, 
too — “squares” who joined to show 
that the “silent majority” is not a sin­ 
gle-minded agglomeration, as s o m e 
would have it. 


MOSTLY, THE M E S S A G E was 
simply in the m a r c h i n g . But there 
were some words said that c a r r i e d 
meaning. 
Sen. G e o r g e McGovern told the 
Washington throng: “We are all pris­ 
oners of war and we long to be free.” 
Sen. Charles E. Goodell said: “We do 
advocate peace with pride and honor 
—the pride and honor that comes when 
a nation has made a mistake, recogniz­ 
es it and gets out of that mistake.” 
And folksinger Peter Seeger, be­ 
tween refrains of his songs, shouted: 
“Do you hear us, Mr. Nixon?” 
Five blocks away, in a h e a v i l y 
guarded White House, the President 
must have heard.

Morality Raises Its Weary Head 
Briefly Again In San Francisco

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—San 
Francisco, the jewel city of 
the Golden W’est, is a most 
peculiar city with respect to 
the n o r m a l morals of a 
community. For more than a 
century, it has been noted as 
an “open” city, which toler­ 
ates almost everything from 
hootch to hop, ladies of the 
night, and other forms of so- 
called pleasures. 
Everyone who lived in or 
visited the city frequently dur­ 
ing the old Prohibition days 
was aware of the fact that en­ 
forcement of the 18th.

Aside from its tolerance in 
matters of morals, San Fran­ 
cisco can be aroused to take 
real “clean-up” action when 
things get too bad. This has

lantes, who cleaned up the 
town back in the gold mining 
days. The lessening of activi­ 
ties on the old Barbary Coast 
was another example earlier 
in the century of a San Fran­ 
cisco briefly adopting morality 
as a step-child. 
Whether the current dispute 
with state is another indignant, 
go at. morality, or merely an 
effort, to blame anotther law 
enforcement agency for allow­ 
ing publicized questionable ac­ 
tivities to continue, remains to 
be seen. But it can be assumed 
that when the shouting blows 
over, San Francisco will be 
the same tolerant city it has 
been since its beginning. 
And when it comes down to 
the real nitty g r i t t y , who 
wants it otherwise?

Unacceptable To Us. I expect 
that this shift is not lost on our 
board of supervisors or the 
reading public. 
The fact that. Dr. Waner- 
m an’s 
differences with. 
Dr., 
Wilson, might have some basis 
in fact Is not considered by 
this group. Dr. Wilson abrupt­ 
ly abolished, t h e children’s 
service early in August, re­ 
moving Dr. W aterm an from 
his post as deputy director in 
charge of this service.

HELSINKI — As the long 
winter rlarkness settles down 
here in this northern capital, a 
handful of men are committed 
to the search for a way out of 
the nuclear trap. A delegation 
from the Soviet Union and a 
delegation from the U n i t e d 
States have com e together for 
the long-delayed s t r a t e g i c 
arm s limitation talks. 
By all rights — the rights of 
generations yet unborn. — this 
should be 'the m ost momentous 
conference s i n c e that first 
unearthly flash of atomic p a r­ 
ticles lit up the sky over the 
New Mexico proving ground. 
It 
is 
either/or: 
either 
the 
swift upward 
spiral of 
the 
arms race costing ever-more 
billions of dollars or a pause 
for stock taking and the hope 
of a gradual levelling off and 
eventually a reduction in the 
arsenals of the two giants. 
Yet, even as the conference 
begins with a phase of prelimi­ 
nary discussion, most observ­ 
ers take a dour and cynical 
view. Both sides are so posi­ 
tioned that they cannot afford 
to make the mutual conces­ 
sions which must be part of 
any agreem ent, or so it seem s 
to those on the sidelines. 


THE R U S S I A N S are ab­ 
sorbed in their quarrel with 
the Ch.in.ese.. Their ablest nego­ 
tiator, Deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter Vasily Kuznetsov, is in Pe­ 
king rather than in Helsinki. 
The war in Vietnam deeply 
divides and distracts the Unit­ 
ed States. The roar of protest 
and counter-protest is so loud 
that what is beginning here 
seems like a distant and al­ 
most inaudible sideshow. 
Then there is the swift pace 
of new strategic technology — 
the multi-warhead m i s s i l e 
(MIRV), the anti-ballistic m is­ 
sile, the Russian’s blockbust 
ss-9. If a moratorium cannot be 
agreed upon to hold up MIRV 
in the first weeks of the new 
year,

Nearly 23 years under a tri­ 
color banner bearing Gandhi’s 
spinning wheel and a pair of 
yoked bullocks, symbol at the 
ballot box, the Congress party 
has ruled India. 


Today the party is 
split, 
many 
think 
beyond 
repair, 
threatening not only the party 
but the future of parliam enta­ 
ry rule in. India as well. 
The fight - is between Mrs. 
Indira Ghandi, who has not 
distinguished 
herself 
as 
a 
prime m inister but has proved 
adept at political survival, and 
the “Syndicate,” the old party 
bosses struggling to protect 
their freedoms in the cities 
and in 
India’s 17 separate 
states. 


THE CONGRESS Party is 
an inheritance from Mohandas 
K. Gandhi, who based his cam­ 
paign for independence from 
Britain on non-violence. The 
late Jawaharlal Nehru, father 
of the prime minister, held it 
together by the force of his 
personality. 
It is India’s only national 
party. And, in the absence of 
another Nehru, its disintegra­ 
tion could leave a vacuum no 
other political party could fill. 
The party leaders, for the 
most, part aging and conserva­ 
tive. brought Mrs. Gandhi into 
the prime minister's job three 
and a half years ago on the 
theory she would be traetible 
to their dictates and would 
help them at the polls in 1967. 
Neither cam e to pass. 


THE POWER struggle came 
into the open last summer. 
In July, the party bosses put 
up a candidate for the Indian 
presidency whom she bitterly 
opposed. She retaliated by fir­ 
ing her finance minister, Mor­ 
ar ji Desai, a member of the 
syndicate. 
In a sudden move she na­ 
tionalized 
India’s 14 
largest 
private banks, an action she 
said \rimld take money out of 
the hands of the industrial ty­ 
coons and make credit more 
easily available to small busi­ 
nessmen and farmers. 
She further proposed land 


reform and sharing of industri­ 
al profits with workers. 


She described her proposals 
as “democratic socialism” in 
the manner of her father. She 
then went ahead and won the 
national presidency for her 
own candidate, V.V. Giri. 


LAST WEEK the Syndicate 
fired her from the party and 
moved to oust her from the 
prime ministership, but she 
won a parliam entary vote of 
confidence to keep her in pow­ 
er— at least for the time 
being.

strength. The Congress party 
now controls 
IQ of the 
17 
states. 


Separatism is rife in a halt 
dozen states. 
Religious strife is mounting 
b e t w e e n India’s 50 million 
Moslems and roughly 450 mil­ 
lion Hindus. 


THE UNITED STATES, with 
some $9 billion already invest­ 
ed in India, is growing tired of 
aid without visible results. In­ 
dian moves toward closer ties 
with Communist North Viet­ 
nam cannot increase U.S. good 
will. 
Her opposition s a y s her 
moves toward socialism will 
mean the rape of democracy. 
She says it will be India’s sal­ 
vation.

The vice 
president has issued orders 
that P r e s i d e n t Nixon be 
briefed on every important de­ 
cision that Mr. Agnew makes. 
He has made Mr. Nixon feel 
he is one of the family. 
“But,” I asked, “when Pres­ 
ident Nixon speaks out as he 
has been doing lately, is he 
speaking for himself or for the 
Agnew administration?” 
“The Vice President sees 
Mr. Nixon’s role as that of a 
missionary to explain the ad­ 
ministration’s policies and to 
seek support for them. The 
President fills a basic need, 
touching on subjects that the 
vice president of the United 
States is in no position to dis­ 
cuss. Also, by turning over to 
President N i x o n such day- 
to-day chores as Vietnam, dis­ 
armament, inflation, the urban 
crisis and the Middle East, the 
vice president can devote him­ 
self the the important issues 
the country is interested in, 
s u c h as moratoriums, stu­ 
dents, snobs and intellectuals 
and the coverage of TV news.”

about that Mr. Agnew chose 
Mr. Nixon as his President to 
win the South. Is there any 
truth to this?” 
“Absolutely none. Mr. Ag­ 
new chose Mr. Nixon because 
he considered him the best 
man for the job. Agnew’s so- 
called southern strategy has 
been made up by a handful of 
elite TV commentators who 
are prejudiced and opinionat­ 
ed. The vice president is not 
interested in politics. His only 
concern is what is best for the 
country.” 
“Does it bother the vice 
p r e s i d e n t that sometimes 
Presidnet Nixon gets bigger 
headlines than he does?” 
“Never. Vice P r e s i d e n t 
Humphrey was 
always an­ 
gered when President Johnson 
took the spotlight away from 
him, 
but Mr. Agnew feels 
there are enough headlines for 
everyone. Also, he believes 
that the more he gives Presi­ 
dent Nixon to do. the less the 
President will feel left out of 
things.

- T h e1 
Nielsen ratings, that yardstick 
of television popularity and, of 
longevity, may have shortcom- i 
ings, but often reveals the pub­ 
lic's reaction to network pro­ 
gramming. 
For instance, when Bob Hope 
turns up in one of his NBC spe­ 
cials, the kind that starts with a 
topical monologue by the star 
and slides into an assortment of 
sketches, it invariably lands on 
top of the next ratings chart or 
close to it. 
Yet the durable Hope and 
company turned up Nov. 6 in an 
awkward hybridized version of 
the stage musical “Roberta”— 
and its 90 minutes of song and 
comedy missed even the top 
third of the Nielsen list. 
The ratings, based on an audi­ 
ence sample which reveals only 
when the family set is turned on 
can call the popularity shots but 
it is anybody's guess why the 
audience tuned in or turned off. 
The same Nielsens, for the 
week of Nov. 2-9. indicated that 
CBS’ 
“Mission: 
Impossible” 
: shot up suddenly in popularity. 
The show has been worrying 
network people because of its 
lower ratings which they tended 
to blame on what is called “a 
weak lead-in”—i.e.

CBS won the weekly race with 
an average of 20.1. followed by 
NBC with 18.4 and ABC, 16.8.

M.D.,” “Movie of the 
Week” and “Room 222” can be 
counted as freshman hits as­ 
sured of a second season. So can 
NBC’s “Bill Cosby Show” and 
CBS’ “Jim Nabors Show”—five 
out of 22 new series, about par 
for any season.

Answer Boosters 
Terra Linda Heads All-League Team

Until Sunday, he was just another red jersev on 
the bench. No. 24. Name of “James Who?” ' 
But after the 49ers beat their cousin Baltimore 
Colts in San Francisco for the second time, Jimmy 
Thomas, a rookie out of University of Texas at Arling­ 
ton, has become a household name in these parts, or 
wherever 49er addicts congregate. 
His name came up yesterday, naturally, at the 
Marin Chapter, 49er Boosters Club luncheon and spe­ 
cial guests Charles Andrew Krueger and Alvin Ches­ 
ter Randolph, defensive specialitst, allowed as how 
Jimmy Thomas may be a Sunday kind of guy so vital 
to any team, that is, one who produces when the chips 
are down. 
“He looked better yesterday than in any practice 
since he’s been here,” said Krueger, the 6-4, 265- 
pounder who is ranked among the National Football 
League’s top defensive tackles. 


Thomas May Be 'Sunday Player' 
“He may be a Sunday player,” added the 11- 
year-pro veteran, comparing Thomas to middle line­ 
backer Frank Nunley. “Ken Willard (regular fullback) 
was sick Sunday, so Thomas stepped in and did the 
job,” the amiable Texan said. “It’s like Nunley who 
took over when Ed Beard got hurt and has done a fine 
job. In practice, Nunley’s the type of guy who bats his 
eyes and opens them to a new world each time — a 
happy-go-lucky type. But when he got the job he did 
it. Thomas could be that way.” 
Randolph, the defensive back who was benched 
during the Los Angeles Rams game the previous Sun­ 
day, described Thomas as a deceptively fast runner. 
“He runs with a s h u f f l e much like (ex-49er) John 
David Crow,” said Alvin. 
Of his demotion, Randolph said: “It’s something 
you can’t be bitter about. We’re a team and changes 
are made for the good of the team.” 
Krueger, sensing the jovial mood of the Boosters 
after one of the team’s rare victories, was quick with 
the quips. When Randolph showed up late, Charley 
needled: “When Alvin was in the Army he had the 
most trouble with map reading and three day passes.” | 
Asked how many times he dumped Colt quarter­ 
back John Unitas for losses, he replied: “Well, I g o t1 
close enough to him a few times to say ‘Hi, John.”’ 
When Randolph was asked what went through his 
mind on a long pass iterception run, Krueger inter­ 
jected, “Probably a raise.” 


Complains Of 'Holding' 
Typical of a defensive man, Krueger charged "98 
per cent of the offensive linemen are guilty of holding I 
during a game: the other 2 per cent are the good ones. 
Good linemen don’t have to hold. It (holding) is a mat­ 
ter of fact, it’s taught as an aid to blocking. 1 get sick 
and tired of hearing offensive linemen complaining 
about how they get bumped on the head.” 
Krueger said L. A. t a c k l e B o b B r o w n is I 
among the toughest linemen he’s faced. “Brown takes 
pride in being devastating,” he said. “I don’t mind get­ 
ting hit high, but I hate it when he hits me in the legs 
because they’re all I’ve got to run on.” 
In a more serious vein, Krueger said he has been 
an admirerer of Unitas for several years and refused 
to comment on the belief that Unitas may be finished 
as a top quarterback. “Unitas and the Colts have al­ 
ways been tough and I’m just glad they're moving to 
the AFL next season,” he said. 


At Least Two More Seasons 
Big No. 70 also said he expects to play at least 
two more seasons “if I stay healthy”: he hedged on a 
comparison of 49er quarterbacks by saying, “We’ve 
had some fine quarterbacks with the 49ers and I’ve 
been fortunate to play with Y. A. Tittle and John Brod-! 
ie”; on why the Niners “blitz” less than in past years, 
he explained, “When you're getting enough rush (on; 
the passer) you don’t have to blitz:” and commenting 
on the team's drive toward the winning TD late Sun­ 
day he grinned: “I was so proud of the offense I could 
have kissed them and given them 30 minutes to draw a 
crowd.” 
For the second time this year the Boosters were 
all smiles, especially with the emergence of a new 
“Sunday player.” 
But, with a Thanksgiving Day game at Dallas and 
a Dec. 6 date with Chicago coming, it is hoped Dick 
Nolan comes up with some Thursday and Saturday, 
players.

Answer Boosters 
Terra Linda Heads All-League Team 


Until Sunday, he was just another red jersey on 
the bench. No. 24. Name of “James Who?” ' 
But after the 49ers beat their cousin Baltimore 
Colts in San Francisco for the second time, Jimmy 
Thomas, a rookie out of University of Texas at Arling­ 
ton, has become a household name in these parts, or 
wherever 49er addicts congregate. 
His name came up yesterday, naturally, at the 
Marin Chapter, 49er Boosters Club luncheon and spe­ 
cial guests Charles Andrew Krueger and Alvin Ches­ 
ter Randolph, defensive special! tst, allowed as how 
Jimmy Thomas may be a Sunday kind of guy so vital 
to any team, that is, one who produces when the chips 
are down. 
“He looked better yesterday than in any practice 
since he’s been here,” said Krueger, the 6-4, 265- 
pounder who is ranked among the National Football 
League’s top defensive tackles. 


Thomas M ay Be 'Sunday Player' 
- 
“He may be a Sunday player” added the 11- 
year-pro veteran, comparing Thomas to middle line­ 
backer Frank Nunley. “Ken Willard (regular fullback) 
was sick Sunday, so Thomas stepped in and did the 
job,” the amiable Texan said. “It’s like Nunley who 
took over when Ed Beard got hurt and has done a fine 
job. In practice, Nunley’s the type of guy who bats his 
eyes and opens them to a new world each time — a 
happy-go-lucky type. But when he got the job he did 
it. Thomas could be that way.” 
Randolph, the defensive back who was benched 
during the Los Angeles Rams game the previous Sun­ 
day, described Thomas as a deceptively fast runner. 
“He runs with a s h u f f l e much like (ex-49er) John 
David Crow,” said Alvin. 
Of his demotion, Randolph said: “It’s something 
you can't be bitter about. We're a team and changes 
are made for the good of the team.” 
Krueger, sensing the jovial mood of the Boosters 
after one of the team’s rare victories, was quick with 
the quips. When Randolph showed up late, Charley 
needled: “When Alvin was In the Army he had the 
most trouble with map reading and three day passes.” 
Asked how many times he dumped Colt quarter­ 
back John Unitas for losses, he replied: “Well, I got 
close enough to him a few times to say 'Hi, John.’”

Typical of a defensive man, Krueger charged ”98 
per cent of the offensive linemen are guilty of holding 
during a game; the other 2 per cent are the good ones. 
Good linemen don’t have to hold. It (holding) is a mat­ 
ter of fact, it’s taught as an aid to blocking. 1 get sick 
and tired of hearing offensive linemen complaining 
about how they get bumped on the head.” 
Krueger said L. A. t a c k l e B o b B r o w n is 
among the toughest linemen he’s faced. “Brown takes 
pride in being devastating,” he said. “1 don’t mind get­ 
ting hit high, but I hate it when he hits me in the legs 
because they’re all I’ve got to run on.” 
In a more serious vein, Krueger said he has been 
an admirerer of Unitas for several years and refused 
to comment on the belief that Unitas may be finished 
as a top quarterback. “Unitas and the Colts have al­ 
ways been tough and I’m just glad they’re moving to 
the AFL next season,” he said. 


At Least Two More Seasons 
; 
Big No. 70 also said he expects to play at least 
two more seasons “if I stay healthy”; he hedged on a 
comparison of 49er quarterbacks by saying, “We’ve 
had some fine quarterbacks with the 49ers and I’ve 
been fortunate to play with Y. A. Tittle and John Brod- 
ie”; on why the Niners “blitz” less than in past years, 
he explained, “When you’re getting enough rush (on 
the passer) you don’t have to blitz;” and commenting 
on the team’s drive toward the winning TD late Sun­ 
day he grinned: “I was so proud of the offense I could 
have kissed them and given them 30 minutes to draw a 
crowd.” 
For the second time this year the Boosters were 
all smiles, especially with the emergence of a new 
“Sunday player.”

Q. Would you give me your 
thoughts on the capital gains 
potential 
of Sterling 
Preci­ 
sion? - W. H. 
A Over the years Sterling has 
had a hand in a widely diversi­ 
fied number of industries. Incor­ 
porated in 1955, the company 
has acquired more than 25 other 
firms and over the years has 
sold off about half of these. 
Sterling now concentrates on 
real estate holdings, financial 
services and varied manufactur­

Sales in fiscal 1968-69 through
